NOAA Fisheries and the Pacific Fishery Management Council will hold a workshop to 
discuss the availability and treatment of data in West Coast groundfish stock assessments 
as well as general modeling issues, including a review of the features and functionality of 
the Stock Synthesis 2 modeling platform.
